ners of patriotism. 


Petiot told the court in the musty 
chamber of the palace of justice 
that one of the 
murder 
victims 


was shot by resistance 
movement 
members .for pulling a 
knife on 
them. .The slain man was "Adrien 
the Basque" Esterbeteguy. 


He said Esterbeteguy was cut 


down by the guns of P.etiot's pa- 
triots ; when they were taking him 
to the. charnel Bouse on the Ru Le 
Sueur.

Patients 
with shingles (herpes 


zoster) usually are sick three or 
four days before the skin erup- 
tion appears. Infection Is caused 
by a virus which attacks the clus- 
ters of nerve cells near the spine 
or skull, the fibers of which pass 
beneath the skin eruption. 
The 


first signs of shingles are 
fever 


and pain; the sudden appearance of 
red blotches and blisters in a band 
around one side of the 
boc-.y or 


over the face reveals that it. was 
shingles which was "working" on 
tlie patient. 


The eruption requires only three 
or four days to appear, but new 
patches may develop up to two 
weeks after the onset. The small 
blisters form crusts in a few days, 
then scabs, and these separate in 
two or three weeks. About the 
third week scars or patches may 
appear. 
PAIN V A R I E S WITH AGE 


Pain inshingles results from 
1.1- 


fection of the n e r v e. In young 
persons this may be a minor dis- 
turbance, but itching and burning 
can be troublesome. In older in- 
dividuals the pain usually is se- 
vere, especially when the face Is 
affected, and it may last long after 
the skin is healed. 


The 
glisters on the skin bear 


a striking resemblance 
to chick- 


cnpox, and generalized eruptions 
which sometimes develop may be 
confused with chickenpox. 


Treatment of 
shingles includes 


relief of the 
irritation and pain 


and prevention of skin infection. 
Sedatives are given and 
the af- 


fected skin may be covered with 
collodion 
dressing. 
Deep X-ray 


treatments given by experts may 
bring relief from pain, especially 
in the severe, persistent types. 


The 
place at which shingles 
virus enters the body is not known. 


Epidemics have 
been observed. 


Infection may be spread by 
the 


skin eruption. One attack usually 
is followed by immunity. 


Eye 
complications 
of shingles 


may be severe and require special 
treatment. 
DIAGNOSIS DIFFICULT 


Ordinary 
cold sores 
arc also 
c a n s e cl 
by a virus, and the 


pain, smarting, and burning are 
due to the affected nerves. Ex- 
tensive cold sores may resemble 
shingles, but the 
outlook for a 


speedy recovery is more favorable 
in them. 


When neuralgias 
precede the 


skin eruption, it is impossible to 
make a diagnosis of shingles, but 
it is suspected when the pan af- 
fects one side of the body, along 
the ribs, the face, 
or the ex- 
tremities. 


Patients 
with 
shingles require 


good nursing care and; may -need 
prolonged bed test. 


Shingles is a self-limited disease 


which will run its course. A sec- 
ond attack is practically unknown, 
although continuous eruptions and 
secondary infections may prolong 
the disease.

Eisenhower 
Asks Draff 
Be Exfended 


Washington. March 21—(&}—Gen. 


Dwight D, Eisenhower asked Con- 
gress today to extend the draft law 
indefinitely and to limit service lia- 
bility to inductees to 18 month's. 


If that is done, the chief of staff 


told the House Military commit- 
tee, the army can release all fath- 
ers by the end of August or early 
in September regardless of 
how 


long they have been in service.

Patients 
with shingles (herpes 


zoster) usually are sick three or 
four days before the skin erup- 
tion appears. Infection Is caused 
by a virus which attacks the clus- 
ters of nerve cells near the spine 
or skull, the fibers of which pass 
beneath the skin eruption. 
The 


first signs of shingles are 
fever 


and pain; the sudden appearance of 
red blotches and blisters in a band 
around one side of the 
boc-.y or 


over the face reveals that it. was 
shingles which was "working" on 
tlie patient. 


The eruption requires only three 
or four days to appear, but new 
patches may develop up to two 
weeks after the onset. The small 
blisters form crusts in a few days, 
then scabs, and these separate in 
two or three weeks. About the 
third week scars or patches may 
appear. 
PAIN V A R I E S WITH AGE 


Pain inshingles results from 
1.1- 


fection of the n e r v e. In young 
persons this may be a minor dis- 
turbance, but itching and burning 
can be troublesome. In older in- 
dividuals the pain usually is se- 
vere, especially when the face Is 
affected, and it may last long after 
the skin is healed. 


The 
glisters on the skin bear 


a striking resemblance 
to chick- 


cnpox, and generalized eruptions 
which sometimes develop may be 
confused with chickenpox. 


Treatment of 
shingles includes 


relief of the 
irritation and pain 


and prevention of skin infection. 
Sedatives are given and 
the af- 


fected skin may be covered with 
collodion 
dressing. 
Deep X-ray 


treatments given by experts may 
bring relief from pain, especially 
in the severe, persistent types. 


The 
place at which shingles 
virus enters the body is not known. 


Epidemics have 
been observed. 


Infection may be spread by 
the 


skin eruption. One attack usually 
is followed by immunity. 


Eye 
complications 
of shingles 


may be severe and require special 
treatment. 
DIAGNOSIS DIFFICULT 


Ordinary 
cold sores 
arc also 
c a n s e cl 
by a virus, and the 


pain, smarting, and burning are 
due to the affected nerves. Ex- 
tensive cold sores may resemble 
shingles, but the 
outlook for a 


speedy recovery is more favorable 
in them. 


When neuralgias 
precede the 


skin eruption, it is impossible to 
make a diagnosis of shingles, but 
it is suspected when the pan af- 
fects one side of the body, along 
the ribs, the face, 
or the ex- 
tremities. 


Patients 
with 
shingles require 


good nursing care and; may -need 
prolonged bed test. 


Shingles is a self-limited disease 


which will run its course. A sec- 
ond attack is practically unknown, 
although continuous eruptions and 
secondary infections may prolong 
the disease.

Veteran's Job 
Rights Taken 
Into Court

employment rights.

Here's the background: 
Paragraph o fthc ^elective serv- 
ice act says that a veteran 
has 


a right to his old job for at least 
?n'ic ycar Mflcr hc returns to it. 
the law also says a person so re- 
stored to his job shall 
be con- 


sidered as having been on leave 
of absence, with no loss in seniority 
while hc was away. But the law 
leaves a lot unsaid. The biggest un- 
answered question is- this: inust the 
veteran be given his old job even 
if it means the firing of a worker 
with greater seniority? 


Government agencies have never 
been able to agree on this ques- 
tion. Selective service and the labor 
department are on opposite sides 


Selective Service long ago look 
the position that the veteran must 
be given his old job or one of 
equal status, in preference to all 
non-veterans, regardless of 
their 


length of service with the com- 
pany . Ihis doctrine is sometimes 
called "super-seniority " 
. The Justice Department, after re- 
maining neutral for a while, de- 
cided to support the Selective Serv- 
ice interpretation. 


Labor unions took another view. 


They didn I object to the rchiring 
of veterans — in fact they have 
encouraged it Veterans belong to 
unions, too But the unions argued 
that the seniority system — giving 
pretercnce in hiring and layoffs to 
men with the longest service —has 
been established in industry after a 
long struggle.

Veteran's Job 
Rights Taken 
Into Court

Yesterday Abraham Fishgold, a

Here's the background: 
Paragraph o fthc ^elective serv- 
ice act says that a veteran 
has 


a right to his old job for at least 
?n'ic ycar Mflcr hc returns to it. 
the law also says a person so re- 
stored to his job shall 
be con- 


sidered as having been on leave 
of absence, with no loss in seniority 
while hc was away. But the law 
leaves a lot unsaid. The biggest un- 
answered question is- this: inust the 
veteran be given his old job even 
if it means the firing of a worker 
with greater seniority? 


Government agencies have never 
been able to agree on this ques- 
tion. Selective service and the labor 
department are on opposite sides 


Selective Service long ago look 
the position that the veteran must 
be given his old job or one of 
equal status, in preference to all 
non-veterans, regardless of 
their 


length of service with the com- 
pany . Ihis doctrine is sometimes 
called "super-seniority " 
. The Justice Department, after re- 
maining neutral for a while, de- 
cided to support the Selective Serv- 
ice interpretation. 


Labor unions took another view.

Mr. Stalin may be, and doubtless 
is, guided by clecidly different mo- 
tives. But the parallels ot melhod 
arc striking. Hitler began to pre- 
pare the ground for war by talk- 
ing of democratic encirclement, un- 
Inenclly elements in neighboring 
countries, and the right of selt- 
defense. 
,- Mr. Stalin has recently spoken of 
''capitalistic encirclement, the de- 


sire for friendly governments on 
Russia's borders, and the need of 
preparing Russia for "any event- 
uality." 


Hitler directed his most venom- 


ous oratory at Great Britain while 
in the early days, he assured the 
United States ot his triendly Inten- 
tions, played up the considerable 
amount ot German blood in Amer- 
ica's racial stock, .and advised us 
that Britain's war was none ot our 
business. 


•$fl Mr. Stalin and Ihc Russian press 


have had some bitler things to say 
about Britain-ii.- recent days. At the 
same ,time they pointed out thai 
Russia has been friends wilh Ihc 
Uniled Slales longer and 
more 


consistently than Britain has. They 
have advised us lhal it is nol our 
mission lo pull Britain's imperial 
chcstnuls out of Ihc fire. 


.Hitler began his military acti- 


vities by sending troops into unde- 
fended or weakly defended border 
tcrrtorios, with Austrian annexa- 
tion as the climax. Mr. SlalhVs 
"•troops have been active in Iran, 


where they remain in violalion ot 
a treaty in which Russia agreed 
to evacuate them on March 2 


There the parallel ends. Hitler 


thundered and his armies clanked 
aboul near home until he had built 
up what he thought was an invinci- 
ble war machine.
